ONTARIO (AP) — Four 


Western Airlines pilots on a 
training flight were killed today 
when their 720B jet crashed and 
burned on landing at Ontario 
International Airport. 


The four-engine jet crashed at 


6:35 a.m. about 3,000 feet east of 
•he end of the airport's main 
east-west runway 


It had left Los Angeles In- 


ternational Airport at 6:01 a.m. 
and was making "low ap- 
proaches" at the Ontario air- 
port, the spokesman said. He 
said all four pilots were ex- 
perienced and were taking 


refresher training. 


Their names were not im- 


mediately given. 


A spokesman for the airport 


tower said the Boeing jet — 
which can carry 120 passengers 
— "exploded on impact," 
bursting into flames and scat- 
tering wreckage about 600 feet 
north of the runway. 


Police and fire units searched 


the wreckage and extinguished 
the flames but found no sur- 
vivors.

cutback results, he said, from 
two basic reasons: 


1. Most of the company tim- 


berlands 
have 
now been 


selectively logged one time and 
are scheduled for a second 
harvest cycle. The practice of 
good forestry demands that this 
second harvest be on a reduced 
scale. 


2. Crane Mills has been un- 


successful 
in buying 
Forest 


Service timber to supplement 
timber from its own lands. 


"Insufficient 
government 


timber is being put up for sale in 
this area to satisfy the sawmill 
and plywood plant capacity now 
existing," he said. "This makes 
it extremely difficult to buy 
government timber sales in 
competition with large neigh- 
boring mills. We will continue to 
bid on Forest Service timber 


sales and will return to a two 
shift operation if and when we 
can line up enough timber from 
this source.

Good forestry practice in the 
face of a short timber supply is 
causing Crane Mills at Paskenta 
to reduce its operation from a 
two-shift to a one-shift basis, 
owner Ray Crane said here 
yesterday. 
Crane announced that the 
Paskenta mill will cut to one 
shift next week, and in doing so 
will lay off about 60 of its ap­ 
proximately 150 employes. The 
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cutback results, he said, from 
two basic reasons: 
1. Most of the company tim- 
berlands 
have 
now 
been 
selectively logged one time and 
are scheduled for a second 
harvest cycle. The practice of 
good forestry demands that this 
second harvest be on a reduced 
scale. 
2. Crane Mills has been un­ 
successful 
in 
buying Forest

Service timber to supplement 
timber from its own lands. 
“ Insufficient 
governm ent 
timber is being put up for sale in 
this area to satisfy the sawmill 
and plywood plant capacity now 
existing,” he said. “This makes 
it extremely difficult to buy 
government timber sales 
in 
competition with large neigh­ 
boring mills. We will continue to 
bid on Forest Service timber 


sales and will return to a two 
shift operation if and when we 
can line up enough timber from 
this source. 


“This reduction to one shift 
should not be interpreted as a 
sign of economic weakness. We 
have been doing very well. 
Indeed, 
our strong financial 
position enables us now to do 
what is right — not what is 


expedient. It enables us to stay 
with a long range plan that was 
laid down by the management of 
Crane Mills when it moved to 
Paskenta in 1946. We are on 
schedule and doing what must 
be done. 


“ Our decision was based 
purely on what is best for our 
timberlands. We could elect to 
“cut out and get out,” removing 


trees to the limit of the law, 
pocketing the proceeds and 
movint off to other fields of 
endeavor. However, this would 
not be in the best interests of our 
timberlands, our employees, the 
communities we serve or the 
Nation. It would also run 
counter to our policy of keeping 
our timberlands in a vigorous, 
healthy condition — producing 
the maximum new growth of a 


valuable and renewable natural 
resource. 
“We regret that some of our 
very good employees must now 
seek work elsewhere. We would 
like to keep them all — and keep 
the payroll dollars flowing like 
they have since 1946. We are 
convinced, however, that the 
best long range interests of most 
of the people involved are being 
served by this change.”

eye on the legislature."

Committee, on a lopsided voice 
vote Tuesday, approved the 
repeal measure by Assem- 
blyman William Bagley, R-San 
Rafael. 


Two other Bagley measures 


approved would put the racial 
guidelines repealed last year by 
the State Board of Education 
into law and to provide an extra 
$2 million for administration of 
the integration guidelines. 


The 
antibusing 
law 
by 


Assemblyman Floyd Wakefield, 
R-South Gate, requires written 
parental consent for the busing 


of school children for any 
purpose. 


The State Supreme Court 


ruled after its enactment last 
November it was constitutional 
only to regulate routine school 
activities, hut not if used to 
block integration, the stated 
purpose of the act as first in- 
troduced.

districts have been burdened 
with "another sheaf of useless 
papers to be shuffled" for ad- 
ministration of a pointless bill, 
Bagley said 


Bagley said new consent 


forms for a million students

Tuesday — just clearing the 21- 
vote majority required — sent 
the measure to the Assembly. 


It goes to the Assembly 


Elections and Reapportionment 
Committee which is now con- 
sidering an identical ratification 
proposal by its chairman, 
Democrat Henry Waxman of 
Los Angeles. 


Waxman could decide to push

The Nation May Lose 
The Race In Space 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
acting chief of the space agency 
has said “there is every in­ 
dication” the United States will 
lose its lead in space exploration 
to the Soviet Union — and may 
not be able to catch up again. 
Presenting what he called a 
constrained budget for the 
National aeronautics and Space 
Administration, George M. Low 
said there will be lawoffs by Oct. 
i at most space installations. 
He also forecast increasing 
unemployment in the aerospace 
industry, and said as many as 30 
per cent of its scientists and 
engineers may be out of work by 
June 1972. 
Low said the NASA payroll 
will be trimmed by another 1,500 
by that time. 


He said he is concerned about 
the long-term U.S. position in 
space relative to that of the 
Soviet Union. 
Low is acting as NASA ad­ 
ministrator until about May 1, 
when Jam es C. Fletcher will 
take over.

“We were not treated badly in 
any way,” said Eldred Fewkes 
of Burley, Idaho, who has been 
in business in Manila for 12 
years. 
The Philippines Airlines twin-

Canton, 
in 
southern China, after leaving 
behind 
six 
young 
Filipino 
hijackers. 
The 
hijackers diverted the 
plane with 45 persons aboard 
Tuesday morning during a 
domestic flight in the Philip­ 
pines. It refueled in Hong Kong, 
where 20 passengers were 
released. 
After the plane’s return to 
Hong Kong, security guards 
searched it for bombs that might 
have been planted by the 
hijackers and found none. Then 
plane, passengers and crew 
returned to Manila. 
Fewkes told a 
news con­ 
ference in Hong Kong that the 
passengers, hijackers and crew 
spent the night in a dormitory at 
the Canton airport, the four 
women in single rooms and the 
men in rooms with four beds 
each. 
He said the hijackers “were 
still around, mixing with us up to 
the time we left this morning.” 
“They wished us good luck 
when we got on the plane,” he 
said. Fewkes was asked by 
newsmen whether the hijackers 
were given political asylum by 
Communist China. 
“I have no comment on that,” 
he replied.

Proposed Carrier 
High Price Warship 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) — A 
proposed 95,000-ton aircraft 
carrier, already scheduled to be 
the highest priced warship in 
history, is headed for a cost 
record of at least $765 million. 
Adm. Elmo R. Zumwalt, chief 
of naval operations, has told 
Congress that another year’s 
delay in starting construction of 
the nation’s fourth nuclear- 
powered carrier will add about 
$125 million to the cost. 
A year ago, the Navy said the 
carrier would cost $640 million. 
The Navy declines to give an 
updated total cost estimate, 
which suggests the price has 
jumped again and it is reluctant 
to talk about the total dollars 
involved because 
the figure 
might arouse congressional 
opponents. 
Two other nuclear carriers of 


the same class, already under 
construction, have far outrun 
original Navy predictions and 
may 
get 
more 
expensive 
because of inflation and other 
factors.’ 
The Nimitz, priced at $428 
million in 1967, is now listed at 
$594 million. 
The Eisenhower,which was 
supposed to cost $510 million, is 
up to $616 million 
So the three Nimitz class 
carriers, with nuclear power 
plants designed to operate for 13 
years without refueling, 
far 
outstrip the cost of the pioneer 
nuclear carrier Enterprise, a 
$474 million vessel. 
Secretary of Defense Melvin 
R. Laird agrees with naval 
judgm ent that four nuclear 
powered carriers are required 
for the 1980s.

House Resolution On 
18-Year-Old Clears 


Calley Before Jurors, 
Words Come Hard

WASHINGTON — The House 


has cleared the resolution 
calling for state ratification to 
allow 18-year-olds to vote, and 
Congressman Harold (Bizz) 
Johnson of California voted for 
it 


If the Senate approves the 


resolution, it will go to the states 
for legislative ratification 


Last year, Congress over the 


orotests of several states, ap- 
proved the bill to lower the 
voting age to 18 years, in spite of 
arguments that this was a state 
function 


But Congress went ahead 


anyway, and the Supreme Court 
ruled that the 
congressional 


action gave the vote to 18-year- 
olds only in federal elections — 
not those pertaining to state, 
county and local office 


What the congressional and 


court action did was set up two 
classes of voters — those under 
21 who could vote in federal 
elections and those 21 or over 
who could vote in all elections 


The Constitution leaves the 


election qualifications to in- 
dividual states, saying that 
qualifications should be the 
same as those who vote for state 
legislators 


Just prior to the congressional 


action, several states in elec- 
tions had turned 
down the 


lowering of the voting age But 
Congress decided these states 
were 
wrong, 
that 
voting 


qualifications should be set at 
the federal level 


Johnson this week discussed 


his ideas about the lower voting 
age, 
saying his decision to 


support the lower age came 
"only after a long, hard look at 
the younger generation " 


"We have troublemakers who 


agitate, disrupt and destroy," 
the congressman said "These 
negative forces with no thought 
of anything constructive are the 
ones who make the headlines, 
but they are not representative 
of the yough of today " 


Johnson spoke of an "evolving 


democracy," saying he was 
confident the lower voting age 


would improve the American 
system of government 


Within 
the 
past 
week, 


numerous pleas have been made 
for Congress 
to hurry and 


complete 
action 
on 
the 


resolution so that it could be 
submitted to the various state 
legislatures in time to be han- 
dled before the general election 
of 1972 


There was doubt among many 


observers, however, that there 
would be time for the state 
legislatures to act in time to 
assure the 18 year olds op- 
portunity to vote in state and 
local elections 


In states where legislative 


action is not taken in time, it will 
necessitate two types of elec- 
tions — those for the 18 year- 
olds and those 21 and over 


This is likely to happen in 


some states anyway because 
indications are that not all states 
will grant the franchise to the 
lower age group 


Among such states are Oregon 


and New Jersey where the

Please, by your actions that you 
take here today, don't strip 
future soldiers of their honor I 
beg of you" After his two- 
minute statement Tuesday, the 
jury retired for its final task to 
condemn Calley to life in prison 
or to death on the gallows 


"I'm not going to stand here 


and plead for my life or m> 
freedom," he told the six of- 
ficers who convicted him of 
slaying at least 22 persons at My 
Lai 


"I would ask you to consider 


the thousand more lives that are 
going to be lost in Southeast 
Asia The thousand more, that 
is, to be imprisoned not only 
here in the United States, but 
also in North Vietnam and in 
hospitals all over the world as 
amputees 


"I've never known a soldier, 


nor did I ever myself wantonly 
kill a human being in my entire 
life " 


The 27-year-old Calley, a man 


with the stature of a stocky teen- 
ager, appeared even smaller as 
he stood alone in front of the 
court-martial

experienced combat officers 
with their chests full of service 
ribbons 


His voice broke as he said "If 


I've committed a crime, the only 
crime I have committed is in my 
judgment of my values Ap- 
parently I have valued my 
troops' lives more than I did that 
of the enemy 


"When my troops were getting 


massacred and mauled by an 
enemy I couldn't see, I couldn't 
feel and I couldn't touch, that 
nobody in the military system 
ever described as anything

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An Obvious Need 


The matter of automobile bumpers — and lack of anything that 


can truly be called bumpers — has received a great deal of at- 
tention recently. Most of the discussion and argument has been 
from the standpoint of protecting drivers and passengers. Some 
attention has been given, however, to protection of the vehicle. But, 
even so, little consideration has been given to an obvious need. 


That is to standardize the bumpers' height from the ground, 


and to require that they be broad enough from top to bottom so that 
bumpers of clashing vehicles come together even when one is 
loaded heavily or the brakes are applied suddenly. 


Such standardization would have to be written into law to be of 


maximum benefit. It's unlike standarization of the size of threads 
on nuts, for instance. In the latter case, if someone buys a piece of 
equipment with an odd-size thread, he may be put to some disad- 
vantage in trying to find a replacement. But it won't result in some 
unoffending third party having to pay out a goodly sum to have a 
grill or a rear panel repaired. 


Even an agreement among American manufacturers would 


fall somewhat short of the goal, since imports are numerous 
enough to do considerable damage. And even if most imports 
adhered to voluntary standard dimensions, there would still be 
restyled vehicles to contend with. 


Standardizing the height of bumpers doesn't require any study 


or research to be put into effect. It only requires some concerted 
demand on the part of the voting public. It will have to be on the 
part of the voting public, not just the buying public. Left just to 
economic pressure, there would be too many exceptions to the rule. 


There are other bumper improvements needed, of course — 


improvements that could be made now, without additional 
research. They should be made of stronger material and more 
firmly supported. But whether such facets of their construction 
should be covered by law is a bit more debatable. Perhaps public 
realization of the dangers and demand for better bumpers by car 
buyers is as far as we need to go in that field. But a much stronger 
case can be made for requiring standarized height and dimensions. 


Indispensable To The Free Market 


We hear criticism of advertising from time to time, most of it 


pointing to alleged misrepresentation. But some goes farther and 
argues that advertising is an unneeded expense that the customer 
must bear. That in itself is a misrepresentation. Advertising is 
indispensable to a free market. 


No doubt there are advertisers who deal rather lightly with the 


truth, but its doubtful that they gain much by it, or stay long in the 
market. Informative advertising, on the other hand, is invaluable 
in getting buyer and seller together.

WASHINGTON — If Hubert 


Humphrey had been elected 
President, he would have sought 
a standstill cease-fire in Viet- 
nam, stopped sending draftees 
to Vietnam and appointed a 
Negro to run the draft. 


He offered his ideas back in 


October. 1969, to the man who 
had defeated 
him for the 


presidency. Humphrey met in 
the White House with President 
Nixon and his national security 
adviser, Henry Kissinger. 


Aftward, Humphrey sum- 


marized his suggestions in a 
confidential memo dated Oc- 
tober 11, 1969, to Kissinger We 
have obtained a copy of the 
memo, which has been shown by 
both men only to a few in- 
timates. 


"I guess people expected 


more action in a shorter period 
of time than President Nixon 
has been able to accomplish," 
Humphrey wrote bluntly. "In 
other words, the election raised 
their hopes. The people do not 
sense or fully understand the 
unbelievable complexity of the 
situation in Vietnam. They just 
walk out. 


"The President has taken 


some steps that are constructive 
and should be recognized as 
steps 
towards peace and 


reducing 
American 
in- 


volvement. These are good steps 
but not enough. . . 


"I think I appreciate the 


difficulties that the President 
faces, but it will only get more 
difficult if something more isn't 
done. His concern over the 
rising tide of isolationism, both 
in Congress and in some areas of 
the public is one that I share. 
But I am afraid it will get worse 
unless we find some way to get 
out of Vietnam. 


VIETNAM SAPS SPIRIT 


"The longer we are in Viet- 


nam, the more the spirit of neo- 
isolationism grows Vietnam is 
sapping 
the spirit of this 


country. . . To hurry our with- 
drawal from Vietnam has risks 
within it, but not nearly as much 
as the risk 
and danger of 


hanging on and hoping for 
something better." 


Humphrey 
called 
for 


"American initiative in seeking 
a cease-fire 
and so-called

standstill of all combat forces. I 
know this is difficult but we 
should press it. The military 
doesn't like it, but our options 
are not very many and very 
good 


"The public wants an end to 


the killing, and the President 
must be the leader in trying to 
fulfill that objective. I have 
heard all the arguments against 
the cease-fire 
proposal, 
and 


from a military point of view 
they may make sense. But the 
problem that faces this country 
is not military; it is political." 


Humphrey strongly urged the 


President to announce "that no 
draftees will be sent to Vietnam 
for combat purposes. Now, I 
underscore 
the words 
for 


combat purposes. It would be 
better if no draftees would be 
sent to Vietnam at all, but I am 
not sure that would be feasible 
for at least the next few mon- 
ths." 


The former Vice President 


praised Nixon for retiring Gen. 
Lewis Hershey as the nation's 
draft director and recom- 
mended 
as 
Hershey's 


replacement "a top-grade, well- 
informed, articulate Negro who 
has the respect of the blacks as 
well as the whites, someone 
between the ages of 35 and 45, 
who looks good, who has sense of 
public relations and who can 
communicate 
with 
young 


people " 


Humphrey, noting that he had 


offered his views "in confidence 
and in a spirit of helpfulness," 
concluded: "I want to help the 
President, and I am prepared to 
defend him as he moves on his 
peace offensive, but it must be a 
peace offensive."

No Rush For Flood Insurance Despite Snow

Many 
flood-prone com- 


munities are facing the spring 
thaws this year without having 
made any serious 
effort 
to 


qualify for flood insurance now 
available to them for the first 
time in history. 


The 
incongruity 
is 
un- 


derscored 
by 
reports 
of 


unusually heavy snow covers in 
some areas that could result in 
damaging inundations, such as 
occurred in the Northwest in 
January, if a combination of 
suddenly warmer weather and 
heavy rains should develop 


Snow depths 
in Northeast 


states range up the 110 per cent 
above normal. And farmers in 
some midwest areas already 
have been warned to move 
livestock and equipment from 
lowlands that face the threat of 
severe spring flooding 


Before 1970, flood and mud- 


slide insurance was almost 
unavailable, but now that it can 
be purchased at about $5 per 
$1,000 of value up to a maximum 
of $17,500 on a single-family 
home, many of the old habits 
persist. 


The blame rests not so much 


on individual property owners 
as on town governments, which 
must agree to adopt and enforce 
certain 
land-use 
control 


measures prior to Dec. 31, 1971. 


The availability of coverage 


results from the Housing and 
Urban Development Act of 1968, 
which created a 
business- 


government partnership bet- 
ween the National Flood In- 
surers Association and the 
Federal 
Insurance 
Ad- 


ministration. 


Once a community has been 


declared eligible, flood in- 
surance policies may be pur- 


chased from any local property 
and casualty insurance agent or 
broker. 


However, records show that to 


date only 500 communities have 
become eligible for protection, 
leaving several thousand that 
have flooded 
in the past 


vulnerable. 


Insurance officials blame the 


situation on inertia and on the 
overly optimistic attitude that 
"it can't happen again," but 
some resistance is believed to 
come from community officials 
reluctant to take -orders from 
outside 


In some shorefront com- 


munities, for example, the chief 
attraction for tourists and 
businesses is the nearness to the 
water, the very areas that might 
be excluded from protection as 
flood prone. 


Among the regulations are 


there• 


—Areas of a community most 


frequently flooded are to be used 
for open space purposes, such as 
for playgrounds, parks, parking 
areas and storage. 


—Less frequently flooded 


sections are to be used for in- 
dustry, 
commerce 
and 


multistory residential buildings, 
with controls on first floor use. 


According to the Insurance 


Information Institute, some 
communities which have been 
considering the program may 
still have time to qualify and be 
eligible for protection this 
spring. 


"Policies will be 
effective 


immediately as issued during 
the first 30 days the insurance 
becomes available in an eligible 
local area," a spokesman said 


Policies purchased after the 


first 30 days of community's 
eligibility incur a 15-day waiting 
period

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An Obvious Need 


The matter of automobile bumpers — and lack of anything that 
can truly be called bumpers — has received a great deal of at­ 
tention recently. Most of the discussion and argument has been 
from the standpoint of protecting drivers and passengers. Some 
attention has been given, however, to protection of the vehicle. But, 
even so, little consideration has been given toan obvious need. 


That is to standardize the bumpers’ height from the ground, 
and to require that they be broad enough from top to bottom so that 
bumpers of clashing vehicles come together even when one is 
loaded heavily or the brakes are applied suddenly. 


Such standardization would have to be written into law to be of 
maximum benefit. It’s unlike standarization of the size of threads 
on nuts, for instance. In the latter case, if someone buys a piece of 
equipment with an odd-size thread, he may be put to some disad­ 
vantage in trying to find a replacement. But it won’t result in some 
unoffending third party having to pay out a goodly sum to have a 
grill or a rear panel repaired. 


Even an agreement among American manufacturers would 
fall somewhat short of the goal, since imports are numerous 
enough to do considerable damage. And even if most imports 
adhered to voluntary standard dimensions, there would still be 
restyled vehicles to contend with. 


Standardizing the height of bumpers doesn’t require any study 
or research to be put into effect. It only requires some concerted 
demand on the part of the voting public. It will have to be on the 
part of the voting public, not just the buying public. Left just to 
economic pressure, there would be too many exceptions to the rule. 


There are other bumper improvements needed, of course — 
improvements that could be made now, without additional 
research. They should be made of stronger material and more 
firmly supported. But whether such facets of their construction 
should be covered by law is a bit more debatable. Perhaps public 
realization of the dangers and demand for better bumpers by car 
buyers is as far as we need to go in that field. But a much stronger 
case can be made for requiring standarized height and dimensions. 


Indispensable To The Free Market 


We hear criticism of advertising from time to time, most of it 
pointing to alleged misrepresentation. But some goes farther and 
argues that advertising is an unneeded expense that the customer 
must bear. That in itself is a misrepresentation. Advertising is 
indispensable to a free market.

Washington Merry-Go-Round 
What HHH Would Have Done 


By JACK ANDERSON 
WASHINGTON — If Hubert 
Humphrey had been elected 
President, he would have sought 
a standstill cease-fire in Viet­ 
nam, stopped sending draftees 
to Vietnam and appointed a 
Negro to run the draft. 
He offered his ideas back in 
October, 1969, to the man who 
had defeated him for the 
presidency. Humphrey met in 
the White House with President 
Nixon and his national security 
adviser, Henry Kissinger. 
Aftward, Humphrey sum­ 
marized his suggestions in a 
confidential memo dated Oc­ 
tober 11, 1969, to Kissinger. We 
have obtained a copy of the 
memo, which has been shown by 
both men only to a few in­ 
timates. 
“ I guess people expected 
more action in a shorter period 
of time than President Nixon 
has been able to accomplish,” 
Humphrey wrote bluntly. ‘‘In 
other words, the election raised 
their hopes. The people do not 
sense or fully understand the 
unbelievable complexity of the 
situation in Vietnam. They just 
walk out. 
“The President has taken 
some steps that are constructive 
and should be recognized as 
steps 
towards 
peace 
and 
reducing 
American 
in­ 
volvement. These are good steps 
but not enough. . . 
“I think I appreciate the 
difficulties that the President 
faces, but it will only get more 
difficult if something more isn’t 
done. His concern over the 
rising tide of isolationism, both 
in Congress and in some areas of 
the public is one that I share. 
But I am afraid it will get worse 
unless we find some way to get 
out of Vietnam. 


VIETNAM SAPS SPIRIT 
“The longer we are in Viet­ 
nam, the more the spirit of neo­ 
isolationism grows. Vietnam is 
sapping the spirit of this 
country. . . To hurry our with­ 
drawal from Vietnam has risks 
within it, but not nearly as much 
as the risk and danger of 
hanging on and hoping for 
something better.” 
Humphrey 
called 
for 
“American initiative in seeking 
a cease-fire and so-called

standstill of all combat forces. I 
know this is difficult but we 
should press it. The military 
doesn’t like it, but our options 
are not very many and very 
good. 
“The public wants an end to 
the killing, and the President 
must be the leader in trying to 
fulfill that objective. I have 
heard all the arguments against 
the cease-fire proposal, and 
from a military point of view 
they may make sense. But the 
problem that faces this country 
is not military; it is political.” 
Humphrey strongly urged the 
President to announce “that no 
draftees will be sent to Vietnam 
for combat purposes. Now, I 
underscore the words

combat purposes. It would be 
better if no draftees would be 
sent to Vietnam at all, but I am 
not sure that would be feasible 
for at least the next few mon­ 
ths.”

replacement “a top-grade, well- 
informed, articulate Negro who

Humphrey, noting that he had 
offered his views “in confidence 
and in a spirit of helpfulness,” 
concluded: “I want to help the 
President, and I am prepared to 
defend him as he moves on his 
peace offensive, but it must be a 
peace offensive.”

No Rush For Flood Insurance Despite Snow

Before 1970, flood and mud­ 
slide insurance was almost 
unavailable, but now that it can 
be purchased at about $5 per 
$1,000 of value up to a maximum 
of $17,500 on a single-family 
home, many of the old habits 
persist. 
The blame rests not so much 
on individual property owners 
as on town governments, which 
must agree to adopt and enforce 
certain 
land-use 
control 
measures prior to Dec. 31, 1971. 
The availability of coverage 
results from the Housing and 
Urban Development Aci of 1968, 
which created a business- 
government partnership bet­ 
ween the National Flood In­ 
surers Association and the 
Federal 
Insurance 
Ad­ 
ministration. 
Once a community has been 
declared eligible, flood in­ 
surance policies may be pur­ 


chased from any local property 
and casualty insurance agent or 
broker. 
However, records show that to 
date only 500 communities have 
become eligible for protection, 
leaving several thousand that 
have flooded in 
the past 
vulnerable. 
Insurance officials blame the 
situation on inertia and on the 
overly optimistic attitude that 
“it can’t happen again,” but 
some resistance is believed to 
come from community officials 
reluctant to take orders from 
outside.

Young Liberals See Shift In 
House Of Representatives

WASHINGTON 
(AP) — 


Outside the massive stone walls 
of 
the 
U.S. House 
of 


Representatives, 
forsythia 


blooms yellow in the chill March 
sun. Inside, young reformers see 
signs of another kind of spring. 


They believe the House, for 


years the least democratic and 
most conservative branch of 
Congress, may be shifting 
toward more democracy, more 
activism and a more liberal line. 


Reformers see the signs of 


spring everywhere: 


—An astounding turnaround 


vote against the supersonic 
transport plane that one young, 
liberal staff aide called 
"a 


damned revolution." 


—A new Speaker, Carl Albert 


of Oklahoma, slowly regaining 
power from entrenched com- 
mittee chairmen, and willing to 
listen, at least, to reformers, 
liberals and blacks. 


—New members who are 


increasingly irreverent toward 
old ways of doing things and the 
old men who control most of the 
doing. 


—Quick returns from last 


year's reforms doing away with 
secret votes on amendments and 
spreading some subcommittee 
chairmanships 
around 
to 


younger members. 


The 
crash 
of 
the 
SST 


especially 
cheered 
young 


reformers. 


"Can you believe it?" a young 


aide said afterward. "Things 
are really changing around 
here." 


Last year, the SST breezed 


through the House, and its 
supports had counted on winning 
again. 


A new procedure requiring a 


public roll call on amendments, 
has encouraged the reformers, 
most of them rank-and-file 
members lacking seniority and 
the benefits thereof, to hope for 
a rougher go in the future for 
special interest legislation. 


Perhaps 
even 
more en- 


couraging to reformers are 
some other fundamental but less 
obvious changes in the seniority- 
encrusted House. 


For years the House has been 


run like a collection of medieval 
dukedoms. The speaker 
has 


been a weak king and the 
committee chairmen strong

Chairman J.W. Fulbright, D- 
Ark., indicated however that 
action by the full Senate might 
be delayed pending the drafting 
of legislation to carry out the 
treaty within the United States 
by setting penalties for crimes 
listed in the document. 
Noting that there is opposition 


to the treaty, which will require 
a two-thirds Senate vote for 
ratification, Fulbright said the 
implementing legislation “could 
be rr assuring” to opponents.
